The  County  Council  is  the  Welfare  Authority  and  is  now 
responsible  for  this  service  . 

REGULAR  CLINICS  were  commenced  in  Warminster  during  1946. 
These  are  held  on  the  FOURTH  FRIDAY  of  EVERY  MONTH  at 'the 
TOWN  HALL  at  2.50  p ,m . 

Efforts  were  made  to  increase  the  number  of  pro-school  age 
children  immunised.  A  campaign  of  posters,  cinema  slides, 
newspaper  advertisements,  announcements  in  public  mootings, 
through  the  Women’s  Institutes,  places  of  Worship  and  through 
the  County  Council’s  Health  visitors  v/as  effected.  It  was 
thought  that  the  establishment  of  regular  monthly  clinics  would 
greatly  assist  in  this  respect.  The  accommodation  at  the 
Town  Kail  is  let  to  the  County  Council  free  of  char  go .

6 .  Tuberculosis . 

Treatment  of  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  undertaken  by  the 
County  Council  and  full  reports  are  contained  in  the  County 
Medical  Officer 1 s  Report,  The  groat  shortage  of  Nursing  and 
Domestic  Staff  for  sanatoria  was  keenly  folt  during  1946  and 
the  position  was  not  relieved.  Consequently  there  were  long 
periods  of  waiting  for  Sanatorium  bods  -  oft on  at  the  outsot 
of  the  disease  -  which  created  groat  hardship  for  the  patients 
and  their  contacts  .

7 .  Hospitals 

Warimi ns t e r  Hospital  has  accomodation  for  about  40  Pationts 

arid  includes  somb  er ivato  Wards,  During  1946  the  shortage 
of  staff  was  still  keenly  felt  and  great  credit  is  duo  to 
Matron  and  her  staff  for  the  splendid  way  in  which  they  have 
carried  on. 

Trowbridge  Isolation  Hospital  received  all  the  cases  of 
tho  District .  Its  proximity  to  Warminster  is  an  advantage 
greatly  appreciated  by  parents,  rotations  and  patients, 

geckford  Lodgo ,  the  Dorset  C  ,C  .  Orthopaedic  6c  Surgical 
Tuberculos i s  Hospi tal  is  s one times  used  for  Wiltshire 
cases  by  arrangement  between  tho  County  Councils. 

•Warminster  Isolation  hospital  continued  in  uso  as  a 
Children's  iiomb  run  by  the  County  Council.  Children  up  to 
school  age  arc  accommodated. 

8 .  Aribu lance  Service 


The  Town  Ambulance  was  dispesod  of  as  bein^  unsuitable  for 
further  uso.  The  B.R.C.S.  ambulance  was  used  during  tho 
year  and  the  Council,  together  with  the  Rural  District 
Council  made  grants  towards  the  cost  of  this  Service. 

Under  the  provisions  of  tho  National  Health  Service  Act  1946, 
this  Service  will  become  the  duty  of  tho  Local  Health 
Authority  and  will  include  “Sitting  Case"  Cars. 

9.  Clinics 


Tho  following  clinics,  run  by  the  County  Council  at  present 
serve  the  Urban  District :-

10.  Housing . 

Housing  accommodation  continued  to  be  the  most  serious  problem 
of  the  Department.  Every  effort  was  mado  to  push  on  with 
tho  programme  of  260  Council  Houses  but  although  excellent 
progress  had  boon  made  with  the  first  44,  none  we ro  completed 
by  the  end  cf  the  year . 

There  are,  at  present,  1800  houses  in  Warminster,  of  which 
240  are  Council  Houses . 

Efforts  to  rolievo  overcrowding  in  the  Urban  District  were 
made  by  exploring  all  possible  means  of  providing  accommodation 

(a)  by  the  conversion  of  large  houses  and  buildings  into  flats, 
especially  those  promises  released  by  the  War  Departments. 

(b)  by  the  requisi fcioning  of  empty  houses  &  buildings. 

The  conversion  of  disused  railway  coaches  at  Warminster  and 
tho  possibility  of  acquiring  other  c cacho 3  was  investigated 
but  abandoned. 

In  all  cases  of  promises  released  by  Government  Departments, 
the  first  consideration  has  boon  the  possibility  of  converting 
then  f  or  heus i ng  purp  os o  s  . 


New  Council  Kruse  Estates 

Many  Sites  wore  considered,  and  several  more  wore  provisionally 
earmarked  for  future  reference.  Of  tho  most  suitable  sites, 
building  was  commenced  cn  one  (Ferris  Hoad,  Upper  Marsh  Rd.) 
and  this  site  will  hold  44  houses . 

Other  suitable  si to 3  for  futuro  development  include 
Hillwoocl,  East  End  Estate,  Doroham  Rd,  and  the  land  between 

Pound  St.  Factory  and  the  Public  Assistance  Institution.

Premises  released  by  Government  Departments  . 

Of  11  houses  released,  it  was  practicable  to  convert  10 
o  f  the  so  f  or  humn  n  dwo  Hi  ngs  . 

In  other  places  (Nissan  Huts  at  Woodcock  Camp,  Woy mouth 
St,  Fairfiold  Rd.,  The  Brewory  and  stables  at  tho  roar 
of  Masons  Arms,  the  Rod  Cross  Club  and  prostbury  J^ouse), 
Conversion  was  not  feasible  owing  to  thoir  structure  and/or 
state  of  repair. 

Late  in  the  year,  tho  Nissan  Huts  at  Woodcock  were 
occupied  by  some  " squattors”  . 
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Requisitioned.  Properties.

As  in  previous  years,  a  close  watch  was  kept  on  tho  repairs 
and  Sanitary  condition  of  those  houses,  as  many  wore  sub¬ 
standard,  There  wore  approximately  49  of  these  premises, 
of  which  10  had  been  converted  into  flats,  making  acc ounodat- 
ion  for  69  Families.

Overcrowding 

Towards  the  end  of  tho  year,  a  complete  review  of  tho  600 
odd  applications  for  Council  Houses  was  started  and  a 
number  of  eases  of  overcrowding  came  to  light.  Tho  housing 
shortage  made  it  oxtromoly  difficult  to  take  statutory 
action  whore  there  was  undesirod  overcrowding,  but  tho 
Council  has  tried  to  eliminate  this  in  Council  houses 
when  re  lotting.  In  spite  of  this,  some  families  persist 
in  living  in  unnecessarily  overcrowded  circumstances ,  and 
it  would  be  well  to  warn  these  people  of  tho  danger  to 
health  -  both  physical  and  mental  -  of  this  practice,  and 
tc  hope  that  tine  will  net  long  bo  delayed  when  it  will 
bo  practicable  to  take  statutory  action  to  prevent  this 
evil . 

Insanitary  Houses 

Limitations  in  labour  and  materials  have  precluded  action 
or  systematic  procedure  with  bad  houses  under  the  Housing 
Act  1936.  It  was  possible,  howover,  to  take  same  action 
under  tho  Public  Health  Act  1936  (to  a  certain  extent)  and 
this  was  done  in  a  number  of  cases,  a3  will  bo  soon  in  the 
sanitary  statistics  appended  to  this  report.  It  SGO.ms 
likely  that,  when  it  is  p os s  ible  to  fully  resume  the  pre¬ 
war  programme,  about  one  hundred  houses  in  tho  Urban  District 
will  bo  found  unfit  for  habitation  and  suitable  only  for 
demolition • 

11.  Water  Supply. 

Tho  District  continued  to  draw  its  main  supply  from, the  springs 
at  Crockcrton  -  Jersey  Hill,  Keepers  Well  and  Holy  Well. 

Repeated  analysis  in  the  past  has  shown  that  those  sources  arc 
subject  to  pollution  from  tine  to  tine  and  the  wator  is  therefore 
chlorinated.  Tho  principle  has  been  to  dose  the  water  in  the 
collecting  tank  at  tho  Punping  Station  with  the  object  of  leaving 
minimal  detectable  quantity  of  chlorine  in  the  delivery  pipes  at 
various  parts  of  the  town,  (A  reading  of  0.05  parts  per  million 
of  chlorine  is  just  detectable,  and  Is  odourless  and  almost 
tasteless  in  water.)  Unfortunately  the  method  of  dosage  and 
layout  of  the  collecting  tank  and  inlet  mains  is  such  that 
incomplete  mixing  occurs.  Add  to  this  variations  in  temperature 
at  the  resevoir  and  service  mins,  variations  in  consumption 
and  therefore,  of  length  of  tine  tho  chlorine  is  in  contact  with 
tho  water,  variations  in  tho  degree  of  contamination  from  tine 
to  tine,  and  it  is  easily  soon  that  sometimes  a  slight  excess 
of  chlorine  will  be  present  in  the  town  pipes  if  we  are  always 
to  have  a  minimum  of  0,05  parts  residual  chlorine.  Thus  the 
dosage  of  chlorine  had  remained  unaltered  at  1,4  lbs  per  hour  - 
the  figure  rec a  mended  by  the  Consultant  Chemists .  In  January 
however,  it  was  decided  tc  reduce  dosage  and  a  cut  was  made  to 
0,9  lbs  per  hour.  This  loft  no  residual  chlorine  in  parts,  and 
a  lessened  residual  in  others.  No  contamination  was  subsequently 
found. 

Acidity  of  the  Water 

?I7o  raw  wat or  3?r cm  Crockorton  is  acid  and  has  a  ?U  value  of 
5,8  to  6.0.  In  order  to  reduce  the  acidity,  it  is  troatod  with 
Soda  Ash  (98-100$;  light  Sodium  Carbonate)  at  the  pumping  station. 
The  dose  of  Soda  Ash  was  increased  from  10  to  17  lbs  per  hour 
in  order  to  produco  a  better  water.  Unfortunately  this  dosage 
is  intermittent,  the  water  pumped  during  tho  night  being  untreated. 
A  PH  of  6,4  was  produced  and  maintained  in  the  town  pipes.

It  is  seen  that  treatment  with  Soda  Ash  has  appreciably 
roduced  the  amount  of  Load  abserbod,  and  the  analysts  point  out  that 
there  is  some  evidence  that  load  not  exceeding  0,05  p.p.m,  may  not 
bo  harmful.  Copper  is  not  a  cumulative  poison  like  lead,  and  tho 
figures  arc  mainly  of  commercial  interest. 


Westbury  Road  Pump! ng  Station 


During  1946,  the  U3e  of  this  now  supply  commenced  although 


"  .v  Jr  v 

the  Reservoir  at  Arn  Hill  had  not  been  startod  (owing  to  limitations 
in  supplies),  it  was  possible  to  pump  from  tho  borehole  directly 
into  the  mains  and  thereby  augment  the  existing  supply.  Pumping 
was  started  early  in  the  year.  It  was  continued  on  three  mornings 
of  the  week  (period  of  heaviest  consumption)  throughout  1946. 

This  water  is  mildly  alkaline  and  generally  of  good  quality, 
(Soe  Analyst  report). 


Tenders  for  tho  oroction  of  the  Reservoir,  tho  Rising  and 
Supply  If  a  ins  were  received  and  were  under  consideration  by  tho 
Ministry  at  the  end  of  tho  year . 


Cannimore  Supply 


Negotiations  for  the  extension  of  the  Town  mains  to  farm 
and  dwellings  using  this  supply  continued.  Analysis  of  a  well 
at  the  farm  showed,  that  tho  water  was  quito  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes,  and  as  previous  tosts  had  shown  the  Cannimam  Supply  to 
be  polluted,  tho  extension  of  the  town  mains  is  of  great  importance 
It  is  hoped  that  the  extension  will  soon  be  fixed  up ,

There  was  no  change  in  the  method  of  Sewage  disposal  ~ 
by  Screening,  hand  Irrigation  and  Sludge  beds.  As  a  result 
of  the  Councils  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
loans  to  cover  the  cost  of  new  work,  a  Public  Enquiry  was 
held  in  May  1946.  The  Consultants  had  reported  an  effluent 
which  was  far  from  satisfactory  and  the  more  important  pare 
of  the  Scheme  was  the  provision  of  now  Sewage  Works  at  The 
Marsh#  Thus,  this  part  of  the  scheme  became  the  subject  of 
the  Public  Enquiry  and  Ministry  approval  was  granted  in 
principle#  The  way,  thus  far,  was  clear  to  providing  the 
District  with  long-needed  improvement . 


13 •  Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  &  Salvage, 


The  old  Harrier  truck,  which  had  been  in  use  many  years 
was  worn  out  and  it  v/as  decided  to  keep  the  truck  as  a 
standby  in- emergency .  A  now  truck  wa3  ordered  but  delivery 
was  not  taken  until  early  1947# 

Semi -controlled  tipping  was  continued  on  the  site  near 
the  Gasworks  and,  apart  from  some  smoko  nuisance,  the  tip 
gave  rise  to  little  trouble  .  The  Rodent  Officer  visited 
the  site  to  deal  with  vermin  by  baiting  and  tapping. 


14.  Rodent  Officer 


In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Urban  District,  this 
officer  is  also  employed  by  the  Weatbury  Urban  District 
and  Warminster  Westbury  Rural  District.  his  dutios  include 
visits  to  the  tips  and  factories  in  the  locality,  and  to 
private  premises.  A  small  charge  is  made  for  his  services , 
Results  at  tho  tip  and  other  premises  appear  very  satisfactory, 
and  his  services  are  especially  valuable  on  farms .

16 ,  Long  Term  Review  . 

Tho  Council  and  its  Officers  havo  spent  considerable  time 
during  tho  last  year  or  two  in  consultation  with  its  Engineer 
ing  and  Planning  Consultants  deliberating  tho  long  term 
requirements  of  tho  Main  Public  Health  Services*  Water  Supply 
Sewerage  and  Sowage  Disposal,  Refuse  collection  and  disposal, 
havo  been  reviewed  in  detail  in  that  connection,  tho  first 
two  items  mentioned  being  referred  to  in  Para3.  11  &  12  abovo 

In  particular,  the  possibility  of  redeveloping  a  portion 
of  tho  built  up  area  in  tho  centre  of  the  town  has  boon 
scrutinised ,  with  tho  object  of  bringing  about  optimum 
impr ovoinonts  in  the  District  on  a  unified  plan. 

And  although  progress  must  necessarily  bo  slow  at  tho 
presont,  wo  hope  that  tho  time  will  not  bo  long  dolayed 
before  those  improvements  start  to  materialise  and  the 
benefits  begin  to  show  themselves  in  a  bettor  planned  town 
with  more  up  to  date  and  efficient  services. 
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
